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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/28/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant is contending that the prior art of record does not read on the 
claimed subject matter because the prior art fails to teach or suggest a tire monitor 
wherein the monitor includes a mounting patch and a battery embedded at least 
partially inside of the patch, and wherein tire electronics are mounted outside of the 
patch. 

As stated in the previous Office action, the examiner deems that since the 
various claimed components of the tire monitor are well known and taught by Kulka, one 
of ordinary skill would have recognized the most advantageous placement of the 
various components in relation to the mounting patch. Therefore placement of the 
battery embedded in the patch while placing other electronic components outside of the 
patch would have not have constituted patentable subject matter. In view of this, 
applicants arguments are not deemed persuasive.
